Mastiff Is Among Oldest 
on Britain’s Canine List 


From a niche among the greatest 


was anyone | of all hunting dogs, the Mastiff has 


been relegated to the tevel of our 
neglected canine breeds. It is de- 
serving of better treatment. than 
this, declares a writer in the De- 
troit News, for it is the embodiment 
of all that is good and desirable in 
companionable pets. 

It would not be far-fetched: to 
Say that the Mastiff has become a 
rare breed, for it is only on’ occa- 
sions that one is seen. And yet the 
owners of what few Mastiffs remain 
cannot understand why the popu- 
larity of the animal! should be less 
than the St. Bernard, Newfound- 
land or any other of the large dogs, | 
and there appears to be no reason- 
able answer to their query. 

The Mastiff is generally conceded 
as being among the oldest of Brit- 
ish bred dogs atd.can trace its an- 


cestry back to the “Assyrian hunting |‘ 


moors, It was brought to England 
by ‘the .adventurous Phoenician 
traders. about the Sixth century 
B..©, For years it was bred pri- 
marily for big game hunting pur- 
poses, but was gradually replaced 
by the smaller terrier and hound 
breeds.
